6, restricting deliver­ 
ies by rubber-tired vehicles, whether motor-driven or 
horse-drawn. F.ffectise Jun e 1 and applicable to any 
person or firm delivering any com m odity w ithin any 
com m unity, the order specifies that; 


N o special deliveries may be made, except to hos­ 
pitals, military’ forces or in cases w h ir ■ public health, 
Jife and safety are imjseriled. A special delivery is one 
m ade at the request of a particular person or firm other 
than as part of a regular scheduled delivery service. 


N o call hacks >na\ be made, a "call hack 
being 
defined as any call made subsequent to the first call on 
any one person or firm on any given day, regardless 
of the purpose of the call. 


N ot m ore than one delivery' per day may be made 
to any one customer, except as authorized under special 
deliveries. 
T he order further stipulates that, beginning June 1, 
each !<>cal carrier must reduce his total m onthly vehicle 


mileage 2Sr ; below total for same m onth of preceding 
year, e x c lu siv e of m ile a g e elim inated as a result of 
other requirem ents of the order. 
U n d e r the foregoing provisions, we shall no longer 
he able to make the special deliveries and extra calls 
that we have gladly made in the past as a convenience 
to our customers. W e shall continue to m ake regular 
s c h e d u le d d e liv e rie s, however, and you ta n help us 
keep you well-supplied w ith ice by anticipating your 
requirem ents and m aking arrangem ents to receive de­ 
liveries at scheduled times. Commercial customers, w ho 
formerly required m ore than one delivery' per day, ta n 
cooperate by providing larger storage facilities or ar­ 
ranging to pick up additional ice at our dock.

The Hasse Home Demonstration 
Club met last Thursday at the 
Hasse School House with eleven 
present, and one new member.

green snap beans was made by 
Miss Mayfield. Several pamphlets 
on new canning methods were 
passed out to each one and re­ 
cipes for cooking and using syrup 
and honey as substitutes for su­ 
gar were given to those who w ant­ 
ed them. 
Making foundation patem s will 
be the main feature for the next 
meeting. 
It was suggested for those who 
have anything to can, such as 
beans or peas, to bring them in 
next club day. Some plan of m eet­ 
ing at the school house two days 
a week for the ladies to can their 
vegetables will be decided on lat­ 
er. 


Fifty years ago Jim Hogg was 
governor of Texas and we had , 
the Hogg-Clark-Nugent campaign. 
If you remember those days you 
can picture the country homes, 
poorly lighted and with no radios, 
telephones, refrigerators, plumb­ 
ing or screens. It was before the 
day of home conveniences. There 
were few good roads and few 
bridges. Country people went to 
church and to town in wagons. 
Young 
men 
and 
women 
rode 
horseback 
the girls on side sad­ 
dles. 
In 
this 
setting 
the 
country 
,-chools had a place and turned 
out men and women who have 
guided the destiny of the country 
for two generations. 


Country school houses of that 
time were generally one room box 
structures seated with benches, 
and furnished with one chair and 
one table for the teacher. For 
convenience it was located near 
a thicket or ravine. McGuffey's 
leader-, blue back speller, and 
Ray’s arithm etic wer<> the books 
used. W ritten work was done on 
slates and blackboard space was 
limited. Agents for school ch a rts 
had just found their way out to 
therural communities. 
Some schools had convenient 
wells. Others carried water from 
springs. In either case pupils dip­ 
ped wafer from a bucket with a 
common dipper. The teacher or 
the large girls swet the floor. 
*No floor sweep). Poles and a dull 
ax was furnishd and the teacher

and big boys chopped wood. The 
boys were willing to chop wood 
turing study hours. The teacher 
went early on cold mornings to 
start a fire. Children walked to 
school across the fields and pas­ 
tures or down the road. On cold 
days or when the creek was up 
they stayed home. 
Trustees rarely held meetings 
so the teacher went to each mem­ 
ber for signatures to contract or 
voucher. 
In those days districts were 
, small but families corresponding­ 
ly lai ge. Then couples married to 
have children. By the eighth an ­ 
niversary they had one or more 


children ready 
for school and 
after that scholastics came off 
the assembly line with regularity. 
It was all out production. 
Organized athletics had not a r­ 
rived at that time. Boys played j 
townball, marbles, and som etimes' 
tried to have baseball with some 
of the smaller boys participating. 
Too few' large boys for a team. 
The girls played “Antny Over 
or “Ring 'Round Rosy " or 
Drop j 
the Handkerchief.” And it was 
a capital offense for boys and 
girls to play together or sit on 
the same side of the room. It 
was too bad for the teacher when 


some one said “He was teaching a 
sparking school.” 
I have made some hit and run 
trips through the communities I 
taught from 1892 to 1903. Next, 
I will write about Cottonwood and 
Soda Springs,
